Christmas shopping

Christmas 1979 isn't going to be 


’ remembered as a record season for area 


businesses, but for most the holiday 
shopping was better than expected. 


A lack of snow and poor economic 
conditions in general had a Jot of store 
owners prepared for the worst, but some 
were favorably surprised. | 

“Our business was up. We beat 
inflation,’’ Frank Butler, owner of Butler 
Drugs in Boyne City said. ‘'I thought that 


was good considering the rest of the 


country. Of course business could always 
be better."’ 

Caro! Tighe, owner of the EJ Shop in 
East Jordan, found business to be good 
despite a lack of snow. ‘‘It was up from 
last year,’’ Tighe said. ‘‘The business 


was all local."’ 


Other business peaple verified Tighe’s 


feeling that local shopping was up over 
previous years. Still others saw the 


opposite and felt the mild weather made 


traveling to larger cities for shopping 


easier. 

“J think people were doing their 
shopping at malis,’’ speculated Duane 
Chappuies, owner of Jordan Valley Drug 
in East Jordan. ‘‘The good roads. allowed 


- them to travel.'’ 


- Chappuies feported a good month -of 


‘December for sales but noted that the 


annual last minute Christmas tush never 
materialized. 

. A Boyne businessman who preferred to 
remain anonymous said that Christmas 
business at. his: store was good but 
couldn't make ‘up for slow sales in the 
months before the ‘holidays. , 

“We've been down all fall,’ he said. 
‘Christmas was. busy but not where it 
should: have been to keep up with 
inflation. We just have to live through the 
cycle.” | 

“Overall it was Okay,'’’ Mark Weisler.

manager of the East Jordan Glen's 
Market, termed the Christmas business. 
"We didn’t do quite as well as I'd hoped. 
There was an increase in sales but 
inflation also increased."’ 

‘*Maybe I set my hopes too high,"’ 
Weisler theorized. 


Too high expectations may have been 
the case for other businessmen as well. 

“I was expecting more, but I was 
happy with the business I had,’ said Bob 
Winhusen, owner of Bob's Pharmacy in 
Boyne City. ''I was fairly new in some 


areas. 


‘'l thought it was a fairly good year but 
I don’t think people are spending money 
like they have in the past,’’ Winhusen 
added. 

Jim White, owner of Ace Hardware in 
Boyne City, like Winhusen, had an 
expanded inventory this year. making 
comparisons to previous Christmasses 
more difficult. 

You're not really comparing the same 
thing,'’ White explained. ‘‘We were just 
opening the addition last December. 
Business was up. It has been all year 
because of the expansion." 

"I think people tended to shop more in 
Boyne City than in the past.’ White said. 
‘More stores were open evenings. The 
more stores that stay open the better it is 
for business."’ 


Not everyone experienced increased 


sales due to the expanded store hours. 

Janet Pearson, manager of Coon’s 
Furniture in Boyne City. said evening 
business was Jight at the furniture store. 
She added, though, that business as a 
whole was down. 

*'We were down close to one-third on 
Dec. 15 but things picked up near the end 


. of the month,’’ Pearson said. Month end 


figures hadn't been compiled yet but 
Pearson was: guessing that business was 
“down a little, but not as much as 
thought at first. -

The lack of skiers and other winter 
sports enthusiasts hurt sales, Pearson 
explained. 

“We sell a lot to skiers and snow- 
mobilers who have chalets and condom- 
iniums here,"' she said. Because there 
wasn't any snow, she said, that business 
didn't materialize. 

‘Plus they weren't spending money in 
other places in town,"' she added, 
pointing to the loss of that revenue 
indirectly affecting her sales. 

Gary Schafer, owner of Schafer’s in 
Boyne City. also indicated the lack of 
snow was a factor in slow sales. 

This time of the year about half of our 
business is in ski stuff,’’ Schafer said. 
**Ski sales are non-existent now, 
Christmas stuff wasn't terribly bad. It 
just wasn't good."’ 

Without snow on the ground to 
encourage their use, boot sales suffered 
at Jake's Shoes, in Boyne City, ac- 
cording to Joan Janack. While the most 
noticeable drop was in boot sales, she 
added that the customer count was down 
too. 

Some businesses enjoy a _ steady 
demand due to the nature of their 
products and services without experienc- 
ing a seasonal variance. That's the case 
at Huckle‘s Camera Shop in East Jordan. 

‘We're busy year ‘round.”’ explained 
owner Bil! Huckle. *‘Our business is a lot 
of good service business. It was as good a 
Christmas as we've ever had.’ 

Bud Hite. owner of Hite Drugs in East 
Jordan, echoed Huckle’s claims of a 
Christmas season as good as ever. 

""T really haven't added it up yet, but | 
think it was comparable to years we've 
had in the past.’' Hite said. 

“Business was probably normal,"’ 
agreed Al Thorsen, owner of Al Thorsen 
Furniture in East Jordan.

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“| Holiday week OK 
despite no snow 


The holiday week for skiers. motel 
owners and for ski resorts was moderate- 
ly successful despite the lack of snow and 
warm temperatures in Charlevoix 
County. 

The week between Christmas and New 
Year's is traditionally the best of the ski 
season, with as many as 5,000 skiers a 
day paying $13 or $14 each to ski Boyne 
Mountain in Boyne Falls -- 

That was not the case this year. In fact, 
people could be seen outdoors playing 
golf. tennis, basketball and sailing 
throughout the week as sunny skies and 
temperatures in the 40's prevailed. 

But the big holiday week was not as 
bad as one might expect. 

Chuck Moll, manager of Boyne Moun- 
tain in Boyne Falls, credited the good 
ski conditions to the performance of 
Boyne's snow making machines. 

‘*I’m happy and surprised we had such 
good attendance.’’ Moil said. ‘‘And we 
can thank the snow-making facilities at 
Boyne Mountain and Boyne Highlands 
for the good season we've had so far."' 

The skier count was below normal at 
Boyne Mountain but Moll would not say. 


how much. 


‘At the Mountain there hasn't been as 
much snow (as the Highlands) but we've 
still been able to maintain good ski 
conditions due to the Boyne snow-making 
machine."’ 

At Boyne Highlands, Moll said the ski 
count is about the same as last year -- 
although he did not have any. figures. 

‘‘We've had about the same size 
crowds at the Highlands as last year. 
There have been better temperatures for 
snow making and more natura] snow 
there. The skiing is very good at the 
Highlands."" 

Tom Zipp, who is in charge of making 
snow at Boyne Mountain. said the only 
way the Mountain has been able to 
remain open is because of the snow 
making machines. 

Zipp and his maintenance crew have 
been making snow at every available 
opportunity, but Mother Nature has not 
been cooperating. 

“It has to be 31 degrees or below -- or 
pretty close to that -- to make snow,’' Zipp 
said. ‘‘And it's been so warm lately that 
it's hard to keep making snow. It just 
meits,"" he said. 


Boyne'’s snow making machines spray 
a mist of water. which when combined 
with the cool air crystalizes and falls to 
the ground as snow. 

Despite the mild temperatures, skiers 
at Boyne Mountain report that. ski 
conditions resemble spring skiing 
warm air and icy slopes. 

But most were grateful just to have 
some place to ski. 

“The skiing is lousy and very icy,’ 
Pete Morris of Indiana said, ‘'But on the 
other hand, I'm glad I got to ski."’ 

‘I'm just happy to put these on,’” said 
Herb Dwyer of Roseville, pointing to the 
skis on his feet. ''l was really surprised 
how good the ski conditions are because 
driving all the way up here there was no 
snow.” 

So who's the culprit of the ho-hum ski 
conditions? 

‘*Mother Nature,’’ said Herb DeNise of 
Boyne Falls, an official U. S. Weather 
Bureau recorder. ‘‘This weather is not 
normal.”’ 

DeNise reports that during the month 

of December the area received only 16 
inches of snow -- 19 inches less snow than 
the average snowfall during the month of 
December for the past four years. 
"*We haven't even seen winter yet. In 
December of 1976, we had 10 days of 
below zero temperature and over 3! 
inches of snow. This month (December) 
we haven't had temperatures anywhere 
near that and the last major snowfall was 
four inches on Dec. 7,"" he said. 

There's been a total of 16 inches of 
snowfall for the month of December, 
DeNise said. Ten inches of that was 
before Dec. 10 (Dec. 1, 2 inches: Dec. 6 
.02 inches; Dec. 7, 4 inches: Dec. 8, 1.5 
inches; and Dec. 9, 2.3 inches). 

Since Dec. 12. we've only had 5.5 
inches of sniwfall. (Dec. 12, 1.3 inches; 
Dec. 14, .04 inches; Dec, 16, 2.3 inches; 
and Dec. §7, 1.5 inches). 

There hasn't been any snowfall in the 
area since Dec, 17. 

- Due to light snowfall and mild tempera- 
tures, area motel and hotel owners have 
said their business is down from what 
they've expected for this holiday season 
- perennially the best week of the ski 
season, Most resort owners hope to make 
up their losses during the rest of the 
season provided there is normal

snowfall for the rest of the winter. 

"We're getting hordes of cancella- 
tions,’ said Marilvn Brown, owner of the 
Boyne City Motel, *‘Our business is down 
80 percent compared to last vear.’’ 

The five-day Christmas weekend be- 
tween Dec. 21 and 26 is usually booked. 
Brown said. but this year has been very 
slow with only a few skiers showing up for 
their reserved rooms. 

‘That is the weekend that you hope to 
make it because the rest of the season is 
not as busy.’ she said. But, looking at 
New Year's Eve weekend, Brown said 
that the reservation book is filled and she 
expects most skiers to show up. 

Many hotel and motel owners said 
about 25 percent of their yearly business 
is made in the 12 days between Christmas 
and New Years. During this time, the 
motels and hotels are usually packed with 
skiers. But for the remaining of the ski 
season motel owners expect only to be 
full on weekends and have a small trickle 
of skiers during the week. 

At Falls Motel in Boyne Falls, owner 
Russ Koeman said the cancelled rooms 
have been filled by the people coming in 
off the road. 

‘**Most of the cancellations have been 
coming from people who arte far away anc 
don't want to drivé all the way. say from 
Chicago, for skiing that isn't too great,” 
he said. 

Business at Falls Motel is down about 
45 percent compared to this same time 
last year, Koeman said, but because the 
motel is located so close to Boyne 
Mountain, he expects to easily make up 
any losses. 

At Boyne Vue Motel in Boyne Falls. 
owner Pat Theisen said there's no way 
she'll be able to maké up the loss of 


" income. 


‘*People who have reservations for four 
or five days are only paving for one day at 
a time just in case they decide to leave 
early,’’ she said. And a lot of skiers have 
not been staying for as long as planned, 
Theisen said, 


Once the week is lost. just like the week 
of Thanksgiving when the skiing was Jost, 
there's no way it can be made up, she 
said. Only serious minded skiers come up 
after the holidays, and the motels are not 


_ as crowded as during the holiday season.

East Jordan politics heated up in May 
when councilwoman Jinny Giacomelli 
announced plans to run for mayor 
following a disagreement with mayor 
Harry Watson. 

Boyne Mountain closed its ski slopes in 
May following a record 162-day season. 

May figures reported that the unem- 
ployment rate for Charlevoix County had 
its first decline in March. The jobless 
figure dropped from 21.8 percent to

Boyne City resident Kar] Waldner tried 
and failed to get a restraining order from 
Circuit Court Martin Brighner to prevent 
a June vote on a $4.48 million bond issue 
to finance construction of two new high 
schools. 

_ Twin Valley school district voters 
soundly defeated the $4.48 million build- 
ing bond issue. The issue almost passed 
in East Jordan but was defeated by more 
than a 2-1! margin in Boyne City. 

After 17 years in Boyne City the A & P 
store became one of many A & Ps in the 
country to close. The doors were closed in 
June. 

A biologist from the University of 
Michigan Biological Station at Douglas 
Lake reported that Walloon Lake and 
Lake Charlevoix had been affected ad- 
versely by development over the last 20

According to Mike Harrington, pres-

Racquetball is a sport which has taken 
off in the last few years,. according to 
owner Harvey Jahn, of JahnCourt 
Racquetball. 

‘*Racquetbail is an exciting sport. You 
need to be in condition to play the sport 
because there’s so much running in- 
volved. It takes a good conditioned body 
to run from 45 ;ainutes to an hour,'’ he 
said. 

JahnCourt is located on Cameron 
Street, five blocks south of the main M-88 
intersection in Central Lake.

I guess we all cry sometime in our 
lives. When we are young, we cry if we are hurt 
physically, When we are older, we cry if our feelings 
are hurt. We cry at all ages when we Jose those 
things we treasure or Jove, and that is why I don't 
mind if you cry at my funeral. It will show that you 
thought enough of our friendship and placed enough 
value on it that when it was lost with my death, 
you cried. 


My wife and | have discussed all this and we 
agree, just as we have on everything of importance 
in our 40 vears together, For a while she thought 
it might be easier on our familv and friends if there 
were no funeral, A funeral takes time and money.

You may wonder if a funeral is worth the cost. 
I figured out once that my funeral should cost 
about 50 cents a week for every week - live. Con- 
sidering the dojlars I have wasted over the vears 
on pleasures and habits, all now gone and forgotten 
and of no remaining value, { believe the cost of 
our last hurrah is a bargain. 


We have done some marching together. We have 
shared a lot of happiness. So when my funeral takes 
place and the time comes to share a loss, I know 
you will be there.
